No newspaper evér made a more correct 
prediction than did The Constitution yester- 
day when it said that the house convict 
bill as amended in the senate committee 
would pass the senate and be enacted into 
law. With practically no change the sen- 
ate yesterday passed the bill and it will go 
to the house this morning in almost the 
identical shape that it left the committee. 
The Constitution’s complete and exclusive 
statement of the amendments to the Dill 
adopted in committee was the first positive 
announcement of the result of the work of 
the senate committee, and the further decla- 
ration that the bill as amended would be 
enacted into law had more effect in shaping 
legislation than any other newspaper pub- 
lication in recent years, 

The senate adopted the bill. During two 
long sessions in the afternoon and evening 
it debated the provisions of the measure, 
put the net result was only an amendment 
which provided that the secretary of the 
proposed penitentiary commission should 
receive a ealary of $1,200 instead of $1,000. 
Countless other amendments came up and 
were beaten. Other bills were introduced 
as substitutes, but the members of the peni- 


_ tentlary committee had succeeded in draw- 

Mg the line so closely as between their bill

Populistic Substitute. 

The populists did not present the bill by 
Representative Hogan which created: such

Shall be worked, in which said penitentiary 
shall be manufactured all kinds of agri- 
cultural implements, wagons and other ve- 
hicles, road machines and other tools need- 
ed in the construction and repair of public 
highways. The distinctive feature of the bill 
is the absence of any lease feature what- 
ever and the expenditure of all convict la- 
bor on public works. 


Senator Starr’s Substitute. 


Senator Starr also presented a Dill as a 
substitute, and.made a gallant fight for its 
Sdoption. The main feature of his bill is 
to eliminate the appropriation of the $50,000 
for the establishmen of the central prison 
sought to be established by the original bill 
his position being this appropriation would 
‘(Only be ‘the beginning of what would be 
Tequired by subsequent legislatures.

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DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS 
PLANS PARTY WORK 


Will Resist All Efforts To Retire Green- 
backs and Treasury Notes. 


WANT TO RECOGNIZE CUBA 


Only Twenty-Four Members Were Ab- 
sent from the Meeting. 


BAILEY, OF TEXAS, TOOK THE LEAD 


Democrats Will Oppose and Resist All 
Attempts To Extend Privileges 
of National Banks. 


Washington, December 14.—The caucus of 
democratic members of the house of repre- 
sentatives tonight resulted in the adoption 
of resolutions defining the party policy on 
the questions of Cuba, finance and bank- 
ruptcy. Out of 125 democratic members 101 
were present despite the stormy weather. 


Representative Richardson, of Tennessee, | 


was in the chair. 

Representative Bailey, of Texas, took the 
initiative by presenting the following 
series of resolutions: 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
caucus that the democratic members of 
the house of representatives ought to re- 
Sist all efforts direct or indirect, 
the greenbacks and treasury notes. 

‘*Resolved, second, That we are opposed 
to and will resist all attempts to extend the 
privileges of national banks, or to reduce 
the taxes which they now pay. 

“Resolved, third, That we favor the early 
consideration and passing of the senate 
resolution recognizing that a condition of 
war exists in the island of Cuba between 
the ogvernment of Spain and the Cuban 
people. 

“Resolved, fourth, That we favor the 
early enactment of a just and wise bank- 
ruptcy law. 

“The first three features of the resolu- 
tions, on finance and Cuba, were considered 
separately, the discussion being vigorous 
and unanimously favorable. Mr. Bailey 
made the main speech, urging that demo- 
cratic members should take their posit’ons 
promptly against those financial movements 
now assuming form'‘dable dimensions owing 
to the recomendations given to them by the 
president and secretary of the treasury. 
He also spoke for a clear-cut position in 
favor of the recognition of Cuban belliger- 
ency, as embodied in the Morgan resolut'on 
which passed the senate during the extra 
session. There was not a dissenting voice 
to Mr. Bailey’s propositions, and the first 
three resolutions were carried by unanimous 
vote,’ the result being received with hearty 
cheers. . 

The fourth feature of the resolutions, 
declaring for a just and wise bankruptcy 
law, met with some opposition, but finally 
prevailed by a large majority. 

On motion of Mr. Maddox, of Georgia, ar- 
rangements were made for the usual cone 
eressional. committee to conduct the cone 
gressional campaign of 1898. The commit- 
tee is to consistof one member from each 
state, territory and the D‘strict of Colum- 
bia, and nine senators to be chosen by the 
senate democratic caucus. 

The caucus adjourned at 9 o’clock, hav- 
ing been in session just an hour, and hav- 
ing accomplished its results with practical 
unanimity. 


EIECTIONS COMMITTEE AT WORK 


List of the Contests To Be Heard and. 


Passed On. 

Washington, December 14.—(Special.)—The 
elections committee of the house - began 
their work today. The contestants and 
contestees in the various cases were befcre 
the conrmittees, and the work that is before 
these tribunal was, in a sense, mapped out. 
No material progress was made, and noth- 
ing of consequence will be done before the 
holidays. Indeed it will doubtless be some 
trme before these cases are heard of, so far 
as results are concerned, for there are long 
records to be gone over and much red tape 
to be followed before an end is reached in 
any of the cases scheduled except some 
that have been abandoned.

There are three elections committees in the 
house. In apportioning the cases commit- 
tee No. 1 was given the first seven, No. 2 
was given the next seven and No. 3 the 
remaining six.

The Alabama Cases. 

First, however, a word about the cases 
closest home. Two of the Alabama cases 
which still remain on the docket have been 
abandoned. These are the contests filed 
against Congressman Clayton and that 
against Congressman Stallings. Little, if 
any, trouble is anticipated from the contest 
of Crowe against Underwood, but the 
Aldrich-Plowman case and that of Goodw'n 
against Brewer will be stubbornly fought. 
Some sensational testimony is promised in 
the case against Plowman; and while the 
republican friends of Colonel Aldrich seem 
to think he will win there are other repub- 
licans here who have studied the case, and 
who take the opposite view. 

Colonel Brewer thinks he has a good case, 
but nobody can tell or predict with any 
certainty the fate of a contest case. 

Hunter Against Rhea. 

More than usual interest attaches to. the 
Kentucky case, because of the prominence 
of the parttes to it. 

Dr. Hunter is the man who came within 
a hair’s breadth of breaking into the sen- 
ate. He is the republican who got the 
nomination of his party caucus, but who 
was so cordially hated by Governor Brad-

MCE HANGS THREE NEGROES. 


Trio of Assassins Make Confessions 
and the Rope Is Used. 

New Orleans, La., December 14.—Only one 
of the two men taken from the train at 
White Castle yesterday was lynched. 

The pair was taken to St. Gabriel, the 
scene of the Babin murder, and there Joe 
Thomas, one of the negroes, made a confes- 
sion of his own guilt, implicating two black 
brothers, Joe and Charles Alexander.

LUETGERT’S SECOND TRIAL ON. 


Sousage Maker, Charged with Murder, 


Faces a Jury Again. 

Chicago, December 14.—After two weeks 
spent in securing a jury, the second trial 
of Adolph L. Luetgert, the burly sausage 
manuafcturer, accused of murdering his 
wife, Louisa, was commenced before Judge 
Gary today. The courtroom was crowded 
when the case was called. Every avalablic 
seat was taken, while scores of curious 
men and women stood in rows behind the 
railing, anxious to hear the proceedings 
and get a glimpse of the man who is charg- 
ed with boiling his wife in caustic potash 
in one of his own sausage vats. 

The arrangement. of the courtroom was 
different from the former trial. The jury 
sat in seats directly in front of Judge 
Gary’s bench, while facing the jury and 
to the right was placed the witness chair. 
This arrangement, while almost hiding the 
jury from the view of the presiding judge, 
brought the witness face to face with both 
judge and jury. This was the plan adopted 
by Judge Gary in the famous trial of the 
Haymarket anarchists, eight years ago, 
over which he presided.

REST IN WEST LAWN 


Distinguished Citizens Attend the Ser- 
vices in Canton. 


HUNDREDS LOOK UPON FACE 


Church Would Not Hold One-Half Who 
Sought Admission. 


FLORAL OFFERINGS WERE MAGNIFICENT 


Services Were Impressive and Were 
Conducted by Ministers Who 
Had Known Her. 


Canton, O., December 14.—Although it 
rained almost incessantly all day the crowd 
attending the funeral of Mrs. Nancy Allison 
McKinley was numbered by thousands. The 
First Methodist Episcopal church, doubled 
in capacity by throwing open the Sunday 
school rooms and gallery, was filled to 
overflowing ton gbefore the beginning of the 
service. The great rostrum of the church 
wus a bank of flowers. After the simple 
ceremony, thousands after thousands pass- 
ed through the church, each stopping an 
inetant at the altar to take a last look at 
the remains. 

With the president in the first pew was 
his sister. Miss Helen, and his brother Ab- 
ner, with their sister, Mrs. Duncan, of 
Cleveland. Immediately back of them was 
the aged sister of the departed, Mrs. Os- 
borne, of Youngstown, surrounded by 
grandchildren and other near relatives. 
Back of these were members of the cabi- 
net. the Washington visitors, Congress- 
man. ‘Taylor, representing this district; 
Hon. Whitelaw Reid, of New York; H. H. 
Kohlsaat, of Chicago, and many other in- 
timate friends of the family from various 
points. 

By the time the remains arrived at the 
church there was no longer possibility of 
gaining admission, and the people lined the 
sidewalks all about the church, waiting 
for the time when those within had viewed 
the remains and passed out to make room 
for them to pass through the church and 
take a last look at the one whom all had 
loved and admtfred. 

The church was beautiful with the wealth 
of flowers sent by the people of the na- 
tion, and with the fich drapery of mourn- 
ing¢g with which it had been decked by the 
officers of the church, The chancel rail and 
the pulpit was buried in a cluster of flow- 
ers and the pulpit proper was entirely hid- 
den by delicate blooms from many hot- 
houses. As a backing to all of ‘the flowers 
there were drapings and festoons of som- 
ber black, caught up here and there by 
cords and bows of white. The large loft, 
ordinarily occupied by a chorus choir, was 
occupied ‘on one side by the officers of the 
church and on the other by the clergy of 
the city. 

At 1 o’clock the carriages containing the 
family and immediate friends of the fami- 
ly began arriving at the church. 


‘> At 1:05 o’élock, to the strains of the great 
} Organ, the bedy was cxrried. te the front 


of the chancel rail. It wag literally cover- 
ed with flowers. 

Slowly the family were shown to the 
seats reserved for them, as the peals of 
the organ slowly died away in a sweet 
harmony. Then the Aeolian quartet chanted 
“Still, Still with Thee.’’ Rev. E. Herbruck, 
pastor of Trinity Reformed church, offered 
prayer, commending the sorrowful family 
to the ruler of the universe for comfort 
in this, their hour of bereavement, bidding 
them not to iook upon her as in a shroud 
and in a coffin, but as In heaven, 

After the prayer Rev. O. B. Milligan, 
pastor of the First Presbyterian church, 
read one of the hymns of which Mother 
McKinley was particularly fond, ‘Jesus, 
Lover of My Soul,” and it was sung by the 
quartet. 

Rev. Dr. John M. Hall, pastor of Trinity 
Lutheran church, read a scriptural lesson, 
selecting a portion of the 15th chapter of 
Corinthians, teaching of the resurrection. 

The same remarkable Self-poSsession 
characteristic of President McKinley’s 
whole life was manifest on the occasion. 
He, with the other male members of “the 
family, sat with uncovered heads, ignoring 
the old-time custom for church funerals, 
under which the immediate mourners sat 
during -the whole ceremony with heads 
bowed down and covered with crepe-bound 
hats. Members of the immediate family 
were at either side of the president and 
back of these were the members of the cab- 
inet and the more distant relatives. 

On behalf of the officers of the First 
Methodist Episcopal e¢hurch Hon. R. A. 
Cassidy, one of the directors of the church, 
read a memorial adopted by the board of 
officials, reciting briefly the life of Mrs. 
Nancy Allison McKinley and her connection 
with the congregation. 

The singing Dy the quartet of “Lead, 
Kindly Light,” was followed by the eulo- 
gistic remarks of the pastor, Rev. Dr. C. BE. 
Manchester. The doctor spoke briefly, but 
feelingly of the woman so greatly beloved 
by the whole congregation and by the peo- 
ple of the city at large. Almost overpow- 
ering emotion was manifest in his voice, 
and as he recalled the lovable traits by 
which the beloved woman was best known 
by her immediate neighbors, the eyes of 
all in the vast congregation filled with 
tears. Dr. Manchester spoke in Part as 
follows: 

Dr. Manchester’s Eulogy. a 

“I think the first feeling that comes to 
us all*today is of personal bereavement. 
She who has gone out from our midst was 
a friend. The nat'on knows her as the 
distinguished mother; we of the home city 
knew her as one whose kindly word and 
smile have been a cheer and a benediction 
to many a heart and home. 

“For her the long, long night has passed, 
The r-orning breaks at last.

Some of the most -distinguished cotton 
growers of the south were present, in- 
cluding Dr. J. Williams Stokes, congress- 
man from the seventh d.strict of South 
Carolina; Colonel R. T. Nesbitt, commis- 
sioner of agriculture from Georg'a; Hon, 

I. 8. Culver, commissioner of agriculture 
from Alabama; ex-Governor W. J. Nor- 
then, of Georgia; Colonel R. J. Redding; 
superintendent of the state exper.ment 
station; Professor Hunnicutt, of the state 
university; Dr. J. B. Steppe, of South Car- 
olina; Hon. Hector D. Lane, presdent of 
the American National Cotton Growers’ 
Protective Association; Hon. M. T. Leach, 
of Raleigh, N. C., and others. 

The delegates were a representative body, 
and although they did not often agree as 
to innumerable resolutions and motions f#- 
troduced, and though the entire day was 
mostly spent in discussions, the convention 
got down to business at the night session, 
and after hours of figuring finally adopted — 
the report of the committee on resolu- 
tions, which is published in another column. 

One of the features of last night’s session 


was the address of Hon. Hector D. Lane, 
who was present at the convention by 
special invitation from President Willborn. 
He explained the objects of the American 
Cotton Growers’ Protective Association, 
claiming it was first for reduced acreage, 
the cheapest methods of raising good cot- 
ton, and the best methods of getting the 
largest prices therefor. He cited a case 
where the members of his association had 
reduced their acreage 20 per cent In one 
year and received $12 a bale more for their 
cotton. He did not believe that McKinley — 
prosperity ever made dollar wheat, or that 
currency contraction was responsible for 
five-cent cotton. He argued that the suc-« 
cess of the cotton grower depended om 
individual and organized effort; that relief 
was not to be gained through legislation” 
first, but through the farmers—the pro 
ducers must act at once. He stated hig” 
organization would receive this one into the 
fold, but advised a separate organization 
if politics could be ejected therefrom, and 
the farmers would abide by their obliga- 
tions. When asked how his members were 
forced to comply with the regulations of 
the organization, he replied that force was 
not necessary, that the growers were put 
on their honor to do as they had agreed, 
and that none so far had ever failed. Such 
he claimed was the characteristic of the 
true southerner, which made any punish- 
ment for non-compliance useless. 

Professor Hunnicutt, of the univeraity, 
wus another speaker at this session. He 
claimed the farmers would find profit in the 
raising of hay; that there was a constant 
and profitable market for this product, and 
that hay was fully as lucrative, if not more 
so, than cctton. He also urged the manw 
facture of cotton goods in this state, claim- 
ing the natural resources were advanta- 
geous, and that it is folly to allow the 
profits to go to the manufacturer and job- 
ber instead of the producer, where they 
rightfully belong

Profeceor Hunnicutt Speaks. 


One of the most i&teresting talks of the 
day was that of Professor J. B. Hunnicutt, 
of the State Agricultural college. He said 
it had been intimated by many persons that 
the farmers passed resolutions reducing 
the acreage of cotton and at the very time 
they were yotihg for it thty were determin- 
ing in their own minds to increase their 
individual. acreage. This he said made it 
appear that they were hypocrites and he 
took ft as a direct insult to all farmers. He 
thought they shouid do something to prove 
to the world that they mean business. He 
proposed the passage of.a resv.ution pledg- 
ing each member of the convention to re- 
duce his acreage so much. This, he 
thought, would do more good than all the 
epeéches they could make in a wéek. The 
resolutions could be signed by ‘the farmers 
and could. be carried home and shown to 
every cotton grower and it would let them 
know the convention had done something.

The Convention Declares in Favor of Reduced Acre- 
age, Against Cotton Speculation,.Indorses the 
American Cotton Growers’ Protective 
Association and Adjourns. 


The interstate cotton growers’ convention, met. and sitting in Atlanta Decem- 
ber 14, 1897, having thoroughly canvassed the situation of our industry in all its 
many phases, promulgate the following statement and address as the/result of its 


deliberations: 


1. The most pressing need of the hour for 
thorough organization of the growers of cottdh, 


the attainment of our ends is a 
beginning with the individual] 


grower, however, humble, and reaching up through township, county, state and 


interstate organization. 


We cordially commend the organization over \which Hon. 


Hector D. Lane ably presides, and tender that body at its meeting In Memphis 
on the 20th instant our co-operation in completing the organization so |well begun 


by it several years ago. 


To the end that uniformity may exist throughout all 


the states organized and to be organized, we shall appoint a committee of the 
body to consider all plans of organization that may be submitted at this meet- 
ing and mature a plan for presentation to our brethren at Memphis next week 
through a delegation to be appointed by this meeting to represent this convention 


in that body. 


2. While not abating any of our contentions that the monetary system of our 
country is at the foundation of our difficulties, as it is at the bottom of the de- 
pression in all industries, we hold that there are deep-rooted evils peculiar to our 


industry that demand immediate attention and remedy. 


And of first import- 


ance among these as a factor in depressing prices is the speculative control exer- 
cised over the price of actual cotton through the unjust rules and regulations of 


the cotton exchanges. 


This evil we are convinced can be reached only by legisla- 


tion, and hence we pledge ourselves and our organization to labor for the needed 
legislative restriction of gambling in futures in our respective states and in con- 


gress. 


3. This evil being abolished or r¢ducet! to a minimum by proper legislation, and 
the control of spot cotton being thus restored to the producers under the law of 


supply and demand, as far as that lawis allowed 


to operate under a vicious 


monetary system, we deem it next in importance that our farms be made self- 
sustaining in so far as climate and soil conditions permit and increase the amount 


of food supplies. The cotton grower who makes his supplies at home, 


is in a 


large measure independent of the manipulator of the spot cotton market. 


4. The next source of loss is also an 


important one, but is entirely in the 


control of the grower, as is the last one—diligent and careful attention to’the prep- 

aration of our cotton for the market. Thousands—yes, millions—of dollars are lost 

annually to the cotton grower through careless handling of the cotton from the 

field to the gin and press and through use of inferior covering. While our farm- 

ers fully understand this, this meeting would neglect an important responsibility 

if it failed to call attention to this source of loss and urge correction of the evil. 
We further recommend the establishment of an information bureau.

The middle men who make vast profits 
would be done away with, since the manu- 
facturer, if the plan worked well, would 
be compelled to buy from the township 
warehouse. 

Mr. Mette does not think his plan is a 
perfect one, but is of the opinion it could 
be arranged so as to work satisfactorily. 
He believes it wll finally be adopted as 
the only solution. 


Picks Cotton by Suction. 


Mr. George E. Hoyt, of New York, presi- 
dent of the Cyclone Air Power Company, 
came down to attend fhe meeting of cotton 
growers He is a gentleman of means 
himself and has strong financial backing. 
The purpose of his visit is to confer 
with the planters about a new mechanical) 
cattom ‘picker which works ‘by suction. 
There are more than 1,100 d'fferent models 
of cotton pickers in the patent office at 
Washington. Not one of them is a suc- 
cess. 

Mr. Hoyt believes that it is possible to 
make a machine which will enable the 
farmer to clear money on 5-cent cotton. 
The picker in which he is interested is 
different from any that was ever con 
structed before. The principle of it is to 
pick the cotton from the bolis by suction. 
The outfit is drawn Dy a horse or possibly 
two horses on hilly ground. 

Two men or boys sit on the machine 
and operate the hose, pointing the muzzies 
at a cotton plant as it is approached. The 
suction is so strong that it draws the cot- 
ton from the boll by the time the nozzle 
gets within six inches of it. If dead leaves 
or other trash enter the hose with the 
cotton. it is separated by a fan after leav- 
ing the hose. The machine has been tested 
in Texas and the principle was demon- 
strated te be applicable. Each man or boy 
operating a hose will pick 1,000 pounds of 
cotton in a day. 

There is no model of the machine here. 
Mr. Hoyt,came down simply to talk with 
such planters as Colonel Broughton, Colo- 
nel James Smith, Colonel Truitt and others 
who are leading planters. :

The onty possible way to make this two- 
thirds of the crop an efficient factor, or a 
factor of any sort, in the desired desult, 
is to so enlarge the scope of the organi- 
zation suggested below as to include those 
who really control this cotton—the local 
merchant, who furnishes the supplies to 
make it, and whose interest in maintaining 
fair prices is identical with that of the 
growers themselves. 


This brings us to the consideration of the 
third and by far the most important con- 
dition to be met. Fortunately it is a con- 
dition not impossible of removal or modi- 
fication. It is well understood by all who 
have looked into the methods of the New 
York cotton exchange (and the methods of 
all the exchanges afe practically the same) 
that the supply of and demand for actual 
cotton cuts no figure whatever in determ- 
ining the price of the actual cotton. By 
the rules of the exchange buyers of actual 
cotton are practically excluded from the 
exchanges. Under the rules of the ex- 
change, and the form of contract used, the 
seller of a future contract can tender any 
grade of cotton from good ordinary to 
fair. Of course the spinner who wants ac- 
tual cotton wants specific grades, suitable 
for the kind of goods he is making. His 
business may require grades above mid- 
dling. If he buys on the cotton exchanges, 
he may have forced upon him only those 
grades below middling. Hence the spinner 
or buyer of actual cotton never goes to 
the exchange to buy if he can supply \his 
wants anywhere else. This leaves the ex- 
changes entirely in the-hands of the spec- 
wlative trader; and the exchanges fix the 
price of the commodity. If cotton is 
bringing less than the law of supply and 
demand would justify, the exchanges are 
responsible, and as already shown they 
are manipulated solely by the speculative 
trader. 

The spinner buying through his agents 
throughout the country bases his limit to 
buyers by the exchanges’ quotations; and 
so if a fall of 10 points is brought about 
by a speculative raid of bears on the ex- 
change, the spinner immediately wires the 
country buyer of the farmer’s cotton re- 
ducing the buyer’s limit 10 points. How 
can it be met? Can it be met? I answer 
unhesitatingly, Yes! The means of correct- 
ing’ it are within reach. 

The remedy is two-fold. The legislative 
| branch of the government will have to be 
invoked to break down the speculative 
domination of the exchanges. There is no 
hope that the speculative managers of the 
exchanges will change the. rules that give 
them control of the market. The spinners

In the first place, to be managed 
successfully your trust would have to be 
managed by some few individuals with a 
cotton exchange expert at the head, The 
masses of the farmers are not in shape to 
participate ein such an organization be- 
cause it requires money or free cotton and 
even if they got in at the start, it would 
only be a very short time before the small 
holders would be all frozen out, and a vast 
engine in absolute control of a few men, 
whose interests would lie in the direction 
of the present speculative forces. Even if a 
stock company should be formed and offi- 
cers elected in due form, it would be so 
vast a power to lodge in the hands of a 
few men that I should hesitate to impart 
it anywhere. The officers could make mill- 
tons by manipulating the market, when the 
company could only pay them hundreds or 
thousands. Who would feel safe in the 
hands of a speculative expert, in the spec- 
ulative atmosphere of the cotton exchange 
under such circumstances? This situation 
reminds me of a bet between two parties 
and the question as to who should hold 
the stakes arose, One party suggested that 
Jim Jones hold the stakes. “But who will 
hold Jim Jones?” asked the other party 
to the bet. And so would I like to know 
who will hold the trust if the farmers 
should organize it?

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. “ROGERS ACQUITTED 


BY JURY OF PEERS 


Young Business Man Shows Himself In- 
nocent of Ugly Charge. 


‘AN ACQUITTAL WAS EXPECTED 


He Was Charged with Setting Fire 


to Volunteers’ Armory Building. 


JURY MADE YERDICT WITHOUT RETIRING 
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Case Has Excited Interest Because 
Few Believed Defendant Guil- 
ty as Chargei, 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., December 14.—Mr. J. Tom Rod- 
gers, who was indicted some fime ago by 
the grand jury of Bibb county for having 
get fire to the Volunteers’ armory, was 
acquitted today upon trial in the superior 
court. 

As has already been stated in The Con- 
gtitution’s dispatches, nobody believed Mr. 
Rodgers was guilty of the crime So great 
was the failure of the prosecution that 
Judge Felton directed a verdict of not 
guilty. The verdict was returned accord- 
ingly by the jury without leaving the jury 
box. 

The result of the case is the main topic 
on the streets tonight. The indignant 
friends of Mr. Rodgers claim that he has 
been much abused. In directing the ver- 
dict of not guilty Judge Felton said there 
Was no evidence at all to show that Mr. 
Rodgers had anything to do with the burn- 
ing of the ‘Macon Volunteers’ armory. In 
fact, he said there was no evidence to 
show that the fire was the work of an in- 
cendiary. 

When the decision was announced there 
was such a demonstration in the court- 
house in joyous celebration of Mr. Rod- 
gers’s vindication that deputies had to 
enforce order. The sympathy of everybody 
was with Rodgers, and this sympathy in- 
creased as the case progressed. 

When the evidence.was all in Mr. Roland 
Ellis addressed the jury on behalf of Mr. 
Rodgers and made a very eloquent ad- 
dress. At the close of the speech Judge 
Felton stopped Solicitor General Hodges 
and said it was time for the farce to be 
brought to an end. He directed the verdict 
ag stated. 

The chief witness against Mr. Rodgers 
was Mr. W. C. Turpin, a former co-partner 
in business. His testimony showed noth- 
ing more direct than that the fire had 
started in their store and he had left 
Mr. Rodgers in the store between 7 and 
8 o'clock. The case has caused great in- 
terest here, owing to the prominence of 
Mr. Rodgers. His vindication causes gen- 
eral and genuine rejoicing. 


Miller Gordon Under Arrest. 
The climax of sensational developments 
was reached in the Burke-Gordon case to- 
day when Mr. W. M. Gordon, one of the 
defendants, was arrested under orders from 
Judge Emory Speer. 
Mr. Gordon’s prominence in social and

THE DECISION 


Judge Severens Sustains Dacision of In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 


SAID PROOF WAS STARTLING 


Discrimination Against the City Was 
Very Plainly Shown. 


ROADS NOT JUSTIFIABLE IN THEIR ACTION 


In Placing Nashville on the Water 
Rate—Gives Road’s Counse] Time 
in Which To File Brief. 


Chattarooga, Tenn., December 14.—Judge 
Severens, of Kalamazoo, Mich., sitting in 
the United States circuit court here to try 
causes in which Judge C. D. Clark is dis- 
qualified, today rendered a decision in the 
case of the interstate cOmmerce commis- 
sion against the oid East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia Raildoad Company and 
other railroad companies entering Chat- 
taneoga. 

The case grew out of a complaint made 
by the chamber of commerce of th's eity 
to the interstate commerc2 commission 
in 1892, that the said railroads were dis- 
criminating against this city in the mat- 
ter of freight rates in favor of Nashville 
and Memphis, both of which cities were 
in competition with the business of Chat- 
tanooga. 

The point raised was that the railroads 
were not justified in placing Nashville 
on the water rate, as against Chattanoo- 
ga. It was charged and shown by the 
tariff rates of the defendant companies 
that goods were shipped from the east to 
Nashville and back to within a very short 
distance of this city at a lower rate than 
was given from the east to Cuattaanooga. 
The question of the application of the 


ee" 


song and short haul” clauses to the case 
at issue was also raised and decided. The 
interstate commerce commission had de- 
e:ded that the roads were discriminuting 
and that Chattanooga should be put on 
the same basis with Nashville, and that 
Chattanooga should be given the same 
rates. 

In his decision Judge Severens said: 


“In considering the facts adduced by the 
interstate cOmmerce commission, bearing 
upo1 the question of discrimination, I have 
to say that I have been surprised. The 
proof is startling. A condition of affairs 
which will allow freight to be shipped from 
New York through Chattanooga to Nash- 
ville and then shipped back by a local 
rate cheaperthan it could be shipped direct 
to Chattanooga, must, of necessity, be 
radically wrong and badly in need of cor- 
rection. 

“TI shall not deny that the carriers had a 
right to take into consideration the fact, as 
adduced here, of a low rail and water rate 
from the east via Evansville to Nashville 
in making anu forming their rates, but this 
ru.e is not to be carried to unreasonable 
iengths in making defense in this instance, 
end unless the carriers can show where the 
commission failed to take into account 
some material right which the carriers had. 
J will sustain the order of the commission. 
However, I do not belleV€ counsel for the 
carriers can prove this point. The burden 
of the proof is upon the carriers, and I 
shall give their attorneys ten days in which 
to file a brief showing, if such can be done. 
that the commission erred in refusing to 
allow carriers to set up competition as a 
defense to the charge of discrimination. J 
shall also grant the attorneys for the com- 
mission five davs in which to answer the 
brief of the railroad’s attorneys. As I said 
before, ‘the evidences of descrimination 
against Chattanooga are startiing and I do 
not seé how the commission could have 
done otherwise than they 41d. Unless the 
counsel for the carriers shall find more 
proof than is in the record now I shall 
sustain the cotnmission.” 


L. 8. Shover, of Washington, counsel for 
the interstate commerce commission, states 
that this is the strongest case the comm's- 
s'on has ever had against railroads showing 
unlawful discrimination. 


LACK OF FOOD IN THE YUKON. 


Secretary Alger Reports Investiga- 
tions of Officer Ray. 


Washington, December 13.—In answer to 
a senate resolution calling for such infor- 
mation as the war department possesses 
relative to the lack of food supplies on 
the Yukon river, Secretary Aiger today 
submitted a letter reciting Mis action in 
sending Captain Ray, Eighth infantry, to 
that country to investigate and inclosing 
copies of that officer’s reports, the features 
of which have already been published. 
Secretary Alger says: 

“From these reports it will be seen that 
as eariv as September Ist and whiie on 
route up the Xukon Captain Hay was in 
receipt of information to the effect that 
unless some relief expedition was sent to 
the mining distr.cts starvation, or at least 
great privation, would be inevitable. 

‘From other sources, inclu&é'ng dis- 
patches from the chambers of commerce 
of Portland and Tacoma, which, while un- 
official, the department belteves to be thor- 
oughly reliable, it is ascertained that since 
the 13th of August but 16 rons of pro- 
visions have reached Dawson City by river 
and that the boats of two transportation 
companies with 2,000 tons of supphes for 
that place were obliged to discharge their 
freight at Fort Yukon, 400 miles north of 
Dawson City, ow.n to the lowness of 
the river between these two points. It is 
also learned from three independent sources 
that the population of Dawson and vicin- 
ity in October of this year was estimated 
to be not Iess than 5,000, and probably was 
much in excess of that number, and that 
of the population of Dawson City and 
in the country. tributa thereto a large 
number of American citizens sre reported 
to have insufficient food to last them 
through the winter and that many are 
absolutely destitute.” 


WANTS HEALTH STATION MOVED 


Senetur Walthall Doesn’t Want Quar- 


nntine at Ship Island. 

Washington. December 13.—The clash be- 
tween the state and federal authorities 
during the recent yellow fever epidemic in 
the south was recalled in a resolution’ pre- 
sented in the senate today by Mr. Walthall, 
of Mississippi. 

It directs the committee on public health 
to inquire into the advisability of removing 
the government quarantine station at 
Ship Is'ané to a remote point In the Gulf 
of Mexico. 

The present station is about six miles 

from the Mississippi shore and is not far 
from the place where yellow fever made 
its appearance laSt fall. 
' Mr. Walthall’s resolution refers to the 
reports current during the epidemic that it 
gained a foothold by way of the govern- 
ment quarantine station. This was vigor- 
ously combatted at the time by Surgeon 
General Wyman. 

The resolution is designed to bring about 
an inquiry and a removal of the station 
to the Mississippi shore.

When her pastor suggested to her once, 
that the way must be growing brighter 
as she advanced toward her heavenly home, 
she replied that it had been bright all the 
way. And yet there had been many and 
sore bereavements. She trod for weary 
years the path of widowhook<l. 

“Kut her loving. cheer was never abated. 
It was as if the sunlight from the. throne 
of God played upon her soul and kept it 
warm and bright. And, after all, that was 
the sublime secret of her daily existence. 
She might have said to a sordid, grasping 
world, in the words of the Master whom 
she loved: ‘I have meat to eat that ye 
know not of.’ 

“Her faith that God does all things well, 
that He makes no mistakes, was the one 
creed of her Christian life. For she was a 
Christian indeed. Undemonstrative and 
unobtrusive, yet she was well known as 
one of the disciples of Christ. Whntil the 
infirmities of increasing years made it im- 
possible, she frequented the prayer service, 
and when she could no lorger do that, kept 
her place in the morning serivce or the 
Lord’s day, where her sjrong but gentle 
face was a constant inspiration to pastor 
and worshipers. Now, the end crowns the 
work. She has come down to her grave, 
like the well ripened grain. ready for the 
harvest 

“In moments of sorrow or of weakness 
she will be with us, and the !nfluence of her 
life will afford us such strength as earthly 
communion could not give. Works of 
charity live on beyond the doing; kindness 
brings the harvest of sowing. Love out- 
lives the past, the present and the future. 
Tongues shall fail, but love endureth forev- 
er. The highest meed of praise that can be 
given is that which the Savior gave to the 
faithful women when He sald: ‘She hath 
done what she could.’ 

“A career that is closed becomes a firm 
possession, a completed power. The arch 
is imperfect until the hand of death has 
fixed the keystone. 

“Tt ia the end of the journey that gives 
character to the way. and now, life’s suc- 
cessful journey ended, she rests well.” 

Taking a Last Look. 

When the pastor had conclt:ded his elo- 
quent tribute to the departed, another hymn 
of which Mother McKinley waa particu- 
larly fond—‘‘Nearer, My God, to Thee’’—was 
announced by Bev. Roper, of the First 
Baptist church. and sung by the quartet. 

The undertaker then removed the lid 
from the casket and an opportunity was 
given the vast congregation to look upon 
the features of the departed. To the dirge- 
lia) music of the organ the crowds slowly 
filed past the chancel rail, gazed upon the 
sweet face, and passed out of the door, 
while through another door those who 
could not gain admission to the church at 
first, slowly passed the casket and joined 
the multitude on the outside. 

The rain, which had fallen almost un- 
ceasingly all day. contifiued, but in spite ot 
it, the long line of carriage to West Lawn 
cemetery was followed by hundreds of pe- 
destrians. 

When the cortege reached the cemetery, 
the burial ground of the McKinley family 
was surrounded by an immense crowd, 
who seemed to give no heed to the in- 
element weather. A canvas canopy had 
been erected near‘the open grave for the 
shelter of the family and those assist- 
ing in the last sad rites. 

The family lot was literally covered with 
numerous floral offerings, sent by sympa- 
thizing friends from all over the country. 

The exercises at the grave were very 
short and simple. The casket was ten- 
derly lowered into the grave by the pail- 
bearers, and the simple liturgy service of 
the Methodist Episcopal church was read 
by Presiding Elder E. D. Holtz, of this 
district.

her throat. 

Giving the alarm, an investigation fol- 
lowed, which showed that the place had 
been robbed of money and some of the 
goods. 

The robbers had probably forced the 
woman, who was sixty-five years of age, 
to give up her small hoard, which she 
kept in her room back of the store. Then 
they strangled her with the braid, but find- 
ing her slow in dying, 
some biunt instrument. 


From the facts that the lamps were still 


burning and the woman fully dressed, it is 
thought that the murder occurred some 


time last night, perhaps at an early hour ! 


in the evening. No noise was heard at 
any time and there is no clew to the 
identity of the murderers.

LABOR LEADERS 
TALK OF HAWAII 


Strong Resolutions Against Annexation 
Were Adopted. 


COMMITTEES’ REPORTS READ 


Deaver Invites the Labor Men, To Meet 
There Next Year. 


BUSINESS OF IMPORTANCE TRANSACTED 


Old-Fashicned Barbecue Given the 
Delegates Last Night—Govern- 
or Taylor Speaks. : 


Nashville, Tenn., December, 14.—At_ the 
opening of today’s session of t American 
Federation of Labor protests were made 
egainst the credentials of several delegates, 
and after some discussion it was decided 
that the delegates should be seated and the 
ratter referred to the grievance commit- 
tee. 

Letters from the mayor of Denver, Col., 


and the officers of the chamber of commerce 


of that city, inviting the federation to hold 
its next convention there were read. A 
letter was read from the National Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union expressing 
sympathy with: thé labor movement and 
urging that a stand be taken by the con- 
vention against saloons. 

The committee on rules recommended 
that the convention meet at 9 a. m, and 
adjourn at noon, and re-assemble at 2 p. m. 
and adjourn at 5:30 p. m. 

Isaac Cowan, of Canada, addressed the 
convention in regard to the strike of the 
engineers of Great Britain. He said the 
situation grew out of an attempt to estab- 
lish the eight-hour day. The first lock-out 
oecurred in July last and about 4,000 men 
are without work. Since the lock-out the 
men have been supported by the federation 
of Great Britain. He said the British en- 
gineers are in great need and they ask as- 
sistance from the Americans. 

The committee on resolutions offered a 
resolution indorsing the establishment of 
postal savings banks by congress and ad- 
vising the secretary to issue a circular urg- 
ing immediate action in the matter. A mo- 
tion to have a bill drafted by the in-coming 
executive committee providing for the es- 
tablishment of postal savings banks and se- 
cure its introduction in congress, was car- 
ried.. 

The report of George E. McNeil, frater- 
nal delegate to the British convention, was 
read. 

The report of the executive council read 
by Vice President McQuire gave a full re- 
view of the work of the past year, explain- 
ing the methods of the council and the re- 
sults of each movement which came under 
its jurisdiction. The commites®’s efforts at 
organization were reported, and their set- 
tlement of differences existing between va- 
rious unions throughout the country. The 
report was referred to the commiitee on re- 
port of executive council. 

The federation met at 2 o'clock and re- 
sumed the consideration of reports of com- 
mittees. The Hawaiian annexation ques- 
tion came up on a report from the commit- 
tee on resolutions and produced some dis- 
cussion and the committee reported on a 
resolution opposing the annexation of Ha- 
waii, offered by T. J. Elderskin, and pre- 
sented the following substitute:

tion, and,

be necessary to maintain amicable rela- 
tions with Hawaii.’’ 

Andrew Furuseth mada a warm speech, 
opposing the annexation, and George E. 
McNeill suggested that the substitute be 
amended so as to provide for the incoming 
executive council laying the matter before 
congress, and if necessary before the pres- 
ident, showing the oppositton of the fed- 
eration to annexation. 

The substitute as amended was adopted. 

The resolutions relative to an eight-hour 
day movement was referred to the follow- 
ing special committee; James Brennock, P. 
F. Doyle, T. L. Lewis, G. E. McNeill, W. 
E. Prescott, Walter Thompson and J. H. 
Sullivan. 

The convict labor question ‘was also re- 
ferred to a special committee, cons’st- 
ing of David Black, Henry Lioyd, Mil- 
lard Lioyd, James O’Dea, Charles Hank, 
Frank Dillman and Ernest Krepp.

When he 
was running for.congress last fall Josiah 
claimed to be a democrag*and in order to 
strengthen his contention Voted for Bryan, 
explaining that he did so on the grounds 
of party regularity. Now, while he is 
playing for. republican votes he dec.ares 
that if the Chicago platform is reaffirmed 
and Bryan nominated he wi!) never vote 
the democratic ticket again. This may get 
him republican yotes in this contest, but it 
smashes any hopes he may have for the 
future—if he bas been foolish enough to 
have such hopes. 

That Committee No. 3. 

The Virginia cases aré to be bitterly 
fought and the chances in all three are in 
favor of the republicans.

Later Walker 
went over to the republicans, and it has 
always been charged that his disappoint- 
ment was responsible for the change. The 
bitterness he has in his heart for the 
Virginia democrats has been many times 
evidenced and the chances of Young, Epes 
and Swanson, the sitting members, are 
not considered very bright.

HOUSE HAS A SHORT SESSION. 


Civil Service Debate Postponed Until 


After the Holidays. 

Washington, December 14.—The house to- 
day, after a session of about two hours, 
adjourned out of sympathy for the presi- 
‘dent, whose mother was bur.ed at Canton 
this afternoon. 

The time of the session was devoted to 
the consideration of the legislative, execu- 
tive and judicial appropriation bill. It was 
decided to postpone the consideration of 
the item providing for the maintenance 
of the civil service commission until after 
the features of the bill had been concluded. 
It was apparent from the remarks made 
today that the entire subject will be ex- 
haustively debated. 

On motion of (Mr. Lawrence, republican, 
of Massachusetts, Saturday, January 8th, 
was set aside for paying irfbute to the 
memory of the late Representative Wright, 
his predecessor. 

Then, without further preliminary busi- 
ness, the house went into committee of the 
whole and proceeded to the consideration 
of the legislative, executive and judicial 
appropriation bill. Mr. Bingham, republic- 
an, of Pennsylvania. In charge of the 
measure, explained its provisions in de- 
tail. 

Mr. Bingham said he would offer an 
amendment to reduce the clerical force in 
the pension office by ninety-six clerks, in- 
volving a reduction of $115,000 in salaries. 

Mr. Bingham did not discuss the appro- 
priations providing for the maintenance 
of tre civil service commission, but stated 
that the widest latitude would be allowed 
for debate, even if it should run «ver the 
holiday. recess. He asked, however, that 
the provision of the bill relating to the 
civil service and the debate thereon should 
go over until after the consfderajfon of 
the other features of the bill was con- 
cluded. 

Mr. Grosvenor, republican, of Ohio, un- 
der whose direction the fight on the civil 
service law is being made, expressed the 
opinion that the bill should not be pressed 
to a final vote until after the nolidays. 

Mr. Bingham’s request was agreed to 
and an hour and a half was set aside for 
general debate on the rest of the Dill. 

Mr. Harrett, of Massachusetts, took the 
floor arid made some general remarks in 
support of the civil service law, in the 
course of which he referred to the slender 
minority against the civil service law when 
it passed the house in 1883. The vote stood 
155 to 47. 

Messrs. Cannon, republican, of Illinois, 
and Bingham, repwblican, of Pennsylvania, 
reiterated their opposition to the broad 
extension of the laws by executive. orders. 
The latter explained that the law was 
passed under suspension of the rules, prac- 
tically without debate and never contem- 
plated an extension by executive orders 
that would cover ‘87,000 government ¢m- 
ployees. 

Mr. ‘Moody, republican, of Massachusetts, 
said he was willing to give a hearing on 
the civil service question and he did not 
propose to give a judgment in advance. 

Mr. Grosvenor said all he asked was 
that the house should honestly consider the 
question and give its careful judgment. 
‘The statesmanship that does not do its 
own thinking,’’ said he, “the statesmanship 
that only respects what others say, is the 
statesmanship the parrot dispiays in ‘the 
course of his morning ablutions.’’ (Laugh- 
ter.) 

Mr. Dockery, democrat, of Missouri, dis- 
cussed the amazing growth of the expendi- 
tures of the government during the recent 
years. The ordinary expenditures exclusive 
of the public debt the last eight years 
exceeded those of the preceding eight yars 
by $1,000,000,000 in round numbers. In view 
of this fact there were only two ways, he 
said, to bring the receipts and expendi- 
tures together. Wither taxation must be 
increased ‘or ‘the expenditures must be 
curtailed. If the expenses were to be re- 
duced congress ¢.lone could not accomplish 
much without the aid of the executive 
branch of the government. Despite the 
president’s appeal in his message for econ- 
omy, the executive branches of the gov- 
ernment had submitted to congress esti- 
mates for appropriations of $27,000,000 in 
excess of the appropriations for the cur- 
rent year. 

At this point the house adjourned out of 
sympathy for President McKirfley’s afflic- 
tion in the less of his mother. It was 1:45 
when the house adjourned, which was until 
tomorrow. 


REED IS MAKING NEW RULES. 


Speaker Will Be Ready with His Re- 
port After Holidays. 
Washington, December 14.—A new ce 
of rules for the house of representatives 
will be presented by Speaker Reed and his 
associates of the committee on rules after 

the holiday recess. 

‘At present the house is proceeding under 
the rules of two years ago, these having 
been adopted pending the framing of new 
rules. The present purpose is to readopt 
the old rules without important changes. 
Representative Barrett, of Massachusetts, 
is to be given a hearing at an early day on 
two amendments which he proposes. One 
of these seeks to give the minority larger 
rights than it enjoys at present in prevent- 
ing amendments and substitutes and in 
securing order during debate. 

The rules are very strict and individual 
members have litt-e latitude In securing ad- 
ditions to the appropriation bills. Mr. Bar- 
rett’s extended service as speaker of the 
Massachusetts house of representatives 
gives added weight to the changes he is 
urging, although it is not expected that 
they will be favorably considered by the 
committee. In view of published reports 
that Mr. Reed was framing a rule to cut off 
“riders” to appropriation bills, originating 
in the senate, it is stated by one familiar 
with the speaker’s views, that he has not 
contemplated any such action and that the 
house could not do 6o if it would. When 
such amendments come over from the sen- 
ate the house is obliged to._act on them, 
by concurring or non-concurring, and it is 
said that this action cou!d not changed 
so as to abridge the rights of the senate.

The house of representatives yesterday 
spent most of its session wrestling cver 
Senator Turner’s bill ta exempt the proper- 
ty of denominational schools from taxation. 
It will be recalled that when this measure 
Was under consNeration in the senate the 
attack upon it was se bitter as*to necessi- 
tate a vote from President Berner in order 
to give it a constitutional majority. The 
same cort of a fight came up when the Dill 
was presented for final passage in the 
house. After one of the warmest debates 
of the session the verdict showed the lack 
‘of but.two votes, and the measure was, 
therefore, declared lost, although an over- 
whelming majority mad declared in its fa- 
This morning the bill will be reconsidered. 
‘There is practically no doubt about this, 
because a reconsideration:simply requires a 
majority of the votes cast, and the friends 
of the measure will be able to summon a 
majority when the motion is made this 
morning to reconsider. Representative 
Pace, whose eloquence yesterday largely 
added to the vote in favor of the bill, has 
arranged a compromise which is likely to 
meet all objections. The friends of the uni- 
versity, whom unfriendly persons have at- 
tenipted to arraign against the bill, voted 
solidly for it,-and will support it to the 


end. 


For Criminal Law Reform. 

Representative Swift succeeded in obtain- 
ing a reconsideration of the vote on this 
bill, which affects the funding act of the 
luniversity.

Swift believes that he will yet be able to 
push it through.

The lawyers of the 
house and senate with practical unanimity 
assisted me in the passage of the bill and 
in its perfection, and to them, as well as 
to the other members of the general as- 
sembly, | wish to give due credit.” 

An intelligent effort was made to find 
out what the house would do with the con- 
vict bill as amended in the senate, and it 
was shown that there was no longer a rea- 
sonable doubt @s to its passage. That the 
bill will be fought in ‘the house is not ques- 
tioned, and the vigor of the fight to be 
waged against it is not in doubt. but the 
time has passed when the measure is to 
be considered in a legislative sense, and 
the time has arrived when political condi- 
tions mean that it will pass. 

Of course this anticipates the action of 
the senate. but in all justjce to the demo- 
cratic majority cg@ the house, it should be 
said that they were always ready and will- 


| ing to pass a convict bill in reasonable ac- 


cordance with their views. The house now 
stands pat. The Fulton county delegation 
will oppose: the amendment which strikes 
out the labor clause, but the representatives 


of the wiregrass region will more than 


counteract this deficit in votes. 
In other words, the bill will pass the 
house. 


SMALLPOX SCARE IN THE HOUSE 


But It Doesn’t Prevent a Further At- 
tack Upon the Pending Bills. 


The members of the house were seized 
with a panic yesterday when it was an- 
nounced that a case of smallpox had been 
taken from the chamber of the hall of 
representatives. Mr. Berry, of Whitfield, 
introduced a resolution to prevent any 
visitors being admitted ‘nto the hall unless 
invited by the members. Mr. Berry spoke 
on his measure and said: “I have heard 
that a visitor who was in the house this 
morning has just been carried to the pest- 
house with a case of smallpox. I think 
it is dangerous to indiscrim-nately admit 
visitors, and I hope the resolution will 
pass,” 

The mention of smallpox caused a gen- 
uiné sensation, and every member of the 
house hastened to vote for the resolution 
as loudly as possible. Hereafter the door- 
keeper kill keep a sharp lookout for small- 
pox visitors. 

Another university fight occurred in the 
house during the morning session. Mr. 
Swift, of Elbert, moved to reconsider his 
b:ll which was killed on the preceding 
night. There was some warm talk, and 
then Mr. Swift succeeded in having his 
bill reconsidered, He did not have the 
bill put on its passage immediately. Later 


REPRESENTATIVE -DUNCAN, OF LEE. 


There are so many Duncans in the 
legislature that when Dr. Duncan, of 
Lee, advertised in The Constitution the 
other day for a hammerless shotgun 
he was particular to ask that all res- 
ponses be delivered to him in person at 
the statehouse. This is also why the 
doorkeepers at the capitol thought an 
armed and desperate mob had attacked 
the place when they reported for duty 
yesterday morning. Exactly 1,476 men 
with guns were asking for Dr. Duncan, 
and Speaker Jenkins, thinking that te 
gentleman from Lee had violated sore 
section of the lynch law, had him con- 
cealed in a defunct heater in the base- 
ment.

Mr. Berry, of Whitfield, moved to displace 
the order of business and put the bill on 
final passage. The three-fourths vote nec- 
essary for the d'splacement not hav.ng 
been received, the motion by Mr. Berry 
was lost. 

Senator Battle’s bill, which gives the 
state the same number of strikes in a 
murder case as the defendant has, was 
taken. At present the state has but ten 
and the defendant twenty strikes. Senator 
Battle’s bill provides that in capital cases 
the state and defense shall have twenty 
strikes each, and in felony cases, twelve 
strikes each. The bill had been adversely 
reported by the jud’ciary committee, and 
it came up on motion of Mr. Redding to 
disagree to the committee report. Mr. 
Redding said: 3 

“tnder our law, when a red-handed 
murderer shoots down an innocent citi- 
zen the murderer’s policy is to have bis 
case delayed until he thinks it ‘s prudent 
for him to go on trial, and then the state 
in all her majesty of law, has to stgnd 
helpiessly by and give the murderer a 
double advantage in. the selection of a 
jury. Then, even, if the murderer is con- 
victed by th‘'s improperly selected jury, 
the murderer is given the right of a new 
trial, which is denied to the state. With 
all the advantage of the defendant, the 
state should see that the jury is fairly 
and impartially selected. The state should 
have as many strikes as the defendant.”

to the people of the state, as it not only 
proposes to exempt from taxes the 
churches, but the denominational schools 
of the state. It had already passed the 
senate by a good majority, and it came 
to the house w.th excellent indorsement, 
Mr. Pace, of Newton, represented the 
friends of the bill in the house. He made 
a very earnest and forc.ble argument for 
the passage of the bill. He spoke as fuvi- 
lows: 

“This bill, if it becomes a part of the 
organic law of the state, will affect her 
poiicy in a matter of interest and import- 
ance. It proposes an amendment to the 
constitution..its purpose is to empower— 
not compel, but only to empower—the leg- 
islature to exempt from taxation all the 
property, includ ng endowments, of any 
college, incorporated academy or other 
sem'nary of learning, and of all church 
or other property used for purely charita- 
ble purposes, provided the property so ex- 
empted be not used for private profit or in- 
come, but solely and exclusively for ac- 
complishment of their professed objects. 
The bill comes over from the senate witb 
more than a two-thirds vote in that 
branch of the general assembly, and its 
passage recommended to the house by 
the proper committee. It therefore appears 
before you now with a most favorable 
introduction, and is, to my mind, so ob- 
viously meritorious as to entitle it to the 
support of the house, It is a bill in the in- 
terest of the cause of education, a catise 
to which you memorably signalized your

devotion by the appropriations which you 
made Jast year to the support of the coin- 
mon schoois, schools which in their very 
nature are preparatory to higher educa- 
tion—a fact which you must, as intell gent 
and thoughtful men, have had consciously 
in mind at the time you acted. 

‘‘Under the. present constitution, the gen- 
eral assembly is denied the power to ex- 
empt from taxation the classes of property 
wh.ch I have named, however much it 
might be disposed to do so of its own Vo- 
lition or in response to the popular will. 
I call your attention to the fact that the 
denial of this privilege was not expressly 
declared by the framers of that instru- 
ment. It was not specific, but general and 
inferential, and when put upon judic al 
interpretation found its Support in the 

Lic that the express 
mention of exempted things Gcaraten eo 
exclude from exemption all others not 
exempted. In justice to the patriotic tem- 
per of the convention, I dare Say that 
the legal effect of this clause of the con- 
st.tution upon the then ex‘sting and possi- 
ble future endowments of Mercer and Em- 
ory and other like schoo!s was not care- 
fully considered. The reports of the de- 
bates show no discussion tvhatever upon 
that point. The truth ‘s that these institu- 
tions had then no endowments worth con- 
sidering. They were poor, Pinched with 
want and struggiing for existence. One of 
them fell by the wayside and perished 
from sheer starvation. Co‘n Was SO scarce 
that their treasury quaked if a dollar 
should drop in their tills. : 

A Strong Defense.

‘“*Every enlightened mind must feel that 
such taxation flies directly in the face of 
public policy. We see, on the one hand, 
the public sentiment of the state working 
and contriving to broaden our educat‘onal 
facilities, working and contriving to pro- 
mote higher e@ucation, and, on the other, 
the state itself subtracting from education- 
al endowments by means of the tax asses- 
sor. ‘There is a clash here that can be 
remedied only when the burden of taxation 
is specifically removed from endowments 
to educational] institutions. It is worse than 
folly to try to increase a fire by taking 
away the fuel. All endowments to all edu- 
cational institutions, secular or denomina- 
tional—all endowments for educational pur- 
poses of whatsoever kind and character— 
should be exegpted from taxation.’ 

“Do not these liberal and uncommercia! 
sentiments commend themselves to your 
approval? Is not this bill entitled to your 
support? It is on the line of policy pur- 
sued by many of our sister states, north. 
south, east and west. But if it were not, I 
should ask that Georgia have the distine- 
tion of its inauguration and lead them all. 
It would be nothing new, Mowever, in her 
history. Such was her former policy ih the 
days of many of her wisest legislators and 
statesmen, as evidenced by legislative en- 
actments in 1850 exempting all the property 
of these colleges and putting them on the 
same footing in that respect with her own 
university. If by intention she has depart- 
ed from it, let her now by Intention return 
to it. 

‘*"This bill asks the state for no appropria- 
tion of money to any college. It asks for 
no gifts to them. It only asks that in 
consideration of their services to the state— 
services of priceless value—she forbear to 
take away from them. 

“T remind the house that in th's measure, 
legislative approval is not final. To this 
end, it must receive ratification by the pev- 
ple, the taxpayers, the rightful source of 
all power under our form of government. 
If any mémber of this house hesitates 
about voting for it, or is opposed to it, I 
appeal to him to waive his objection and 
send it to the people for consideration and 
final action. Let him go to the poli with 
his fellow voters at the general elections 
next year, and there pass upon it, and not 
now withhold from them an opportunity 
equal to his own. A laree number. a very 
large number, of Georgia’s citizens. resid- 
ing in all parts of her territory. men of 
character and Imtelligence, devoted to her 
service and zealous in the promotion of her 
welfare, ask this at your hands. I appeal 
to you not to deny it to them.” 


University’s Friends in Line. 


Mr. Felder, of Fuiton, was one of the 
firmest friends of the bill. He echoed the 
words of Mr. Pace and reiterated that 
gentleman’s remarks with new and forc!- 
Mr. Felder said he 
was a believer in the initiative and reféren- 
dum and he wanted to give the people of 
the state an opportunity to vote upon the 
measure. He emphasized the fact that the 
legislature was not exempting the churches 
and schools, but that the general assembly 
only referred the matter to the people for 
their ratification or non-ratification.

The yea and nay vote was calicd on the 
measure. Jn explaining his vote Mr. Bran- 
nen, of Bulloch, said that while it was 
very unpleasant to be in the’ minority, yet 
he was forced to vote against the bill. 
He thought it a dangerous measure, as it 
would permit the churches of the state 
to use their endowment in buying private 
property which would be exempted from 
taxation. He said he knew of one denomi- 
nation that owned thousands of dollars’ 
worth of property. on Whitehall street in 
this city. ., 

Mr. Duncan, of Houston, opposed the bill 
because he thought it was an indirect 
way of appropriating money to dcnumina- 
tional churches. 

Messrs. Hall and Freeman, of Coweta, 
spoke of their love, respect and veneration 
for churches, and of their friendship for 
denominational churches, but they did not 
think the churches had the right to have 
their private property exempted from tax- 
ation. They thought the bill was danger- 
ous. Mr. Hall did not believe in legislating 
to the interests of two leading denomi- 
nations and taxing thé® other churches of 
the state to support the colleges of these 
schools. Mr. Meldrim, of Chatham, ap- 
plauded the courage of Mr. Hall and Mr. 
Freeman. He thought the bill a measure 


to unite church and state and he saest 


against it. 

The Vote on the Bill. 
West, of Lowndes, explained his 
vote. He said that he understood that a 
denominational school m.ght acquire an 
emlowment of as much as $10,000,000 and 
buy up stores and lots which would be 
exempt from taxation. He believed that 
church and state should be kept entirely 
separate. The bill was lost by a vote of 
103 yeas to 38 nays.

The Night Session. 

A resolution by Mr. Freeman, of Coweta, 
which authorizes the governor to borrow 
money to supply casual deficienc'es that 
may occur between the adjournment of 
the present legislature and the next ses- 
sion of the general assembly, was passed 
at the night session.

Moore was exceedingly angry because the 
steering committee did not place his bill 
on the calendar. He attacked that com- 
mittee in rather strong language, saying 
that certain members of the committee 
had promise dto put his bill on, and had 
failed to keep their word. He named Mr. 
Felder as one who had made 
the promise. When Mr. Felder 
came in he secured the floor, and 
in rather terse and telling words, said 
a few things about Mr, Moore. He ex- 
plained that he did not vote to put the bill 
on the calendar because he was ill and was 
not at the meeting of the steering com- 
mittee, 

“But if the gentleman from Carro]l]l means 
to insinuate—and I don’t suppose he does— 
that I have acted unfairly, then it {s very 
cowardly of him and unparliamentary to 
the last degree,” said Mr. Feldér warmly. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Felder ex- 
plained to the house that he and Mr. Moore 
had adjusted their Uttle difference, and 
were perfectly friendly. 

The house passed the bill by Mr. Bart- 
lette, of Paulding, which makes it a death 
penalty to destroy or attempt to destroy a 
dwelling house with dynamite, powder or 
other explosives. The bill places the dyna- 
miters’ crime as arson. 

Georgians Must Be Vaccinated. 

The house last night decided to have 
compulsory vaccination in Georgia. The 
billby Mr. Longley, of Troup, provides 
that all municipalities or counties be au- 
thorized and empowered to compei ail per- 
sons in their jurisdiction to submit to vac- 
cination or to be subject to a penalty for 
refusal to be vaccinated. The great trou- 
ble that the towns in the state have had 
in enforcing vaccination regulations in- 
spired the bill. The measure gives health 
authorities absolute power to compe} per- 
sons to submit to vacciration.

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Let the Agitation Begin! 

The Constitution welcomes the south- 
ern bankers to Atlanta. Their conven- 
tion, which is to be called to order at 
the Kimball house today, is only the 
beginning of a movement on the part 
of both bankers and business men. 

The agitation of the question of cur- 
rency reform is most timely, and it 
should be kept up until it compels those 
in authority to pay some attention to the 
financial needs of this section. We re- 
member very well, however, that when 
The Constitution and other representa- 
tives of the people were demanding the 
adoption of measures of relief and re- 
form, many bankers and business men, 
misled by the attitude of the east ana 
by the promises of the republicans, pro- 
tested against what they called “agita- 
tion.” They said that agitation was @ 
bad thing for business; that all that was 
necessary was for the “agitators” to 
cease their clamors, and prosperity, smil- 
ing blandly, would walk in at the front 
door and proceed jo take up her abode 
with us. 

The cry was, “Stop agitating for finan- 
cial reform. We shall have prosperity 
when confidence is restored.” The re- 
sult shows, however, that agitation was 
not the trouble. ‘There was something 
serious behind the conditions. There 
has been no agitation since Mr. Mc- 
Kinley’s inauguration, and yet the bus- 
iness depression continues, and in the 
south the currency famine is more seri- 
ous than ever. 

Recognizing these things the southern 
bankers propose to agitate for reform. 
They have not begun this agitation a 
moment too soon, and they cannot make 
it a bit too clamorous. In a govern- 
ment of the people, no reform of any 
importance can be brought about ex- 
cept as the result of agitation. Those 
who are in power and those who make 
the laws must be impressed, and the 
most convenient, indeed the only way 
to impress them, is through the medium 
of agitation. 

And in such a government as ours, no 
question that affects the people or 
eny part of the people, can be taken out 
of politics, or settled outside of politics. 
The finances of the country are, as mat- 
ters now stand, a very definite part of 
politics. The very essence of our gov- 
ernment, the source of its vitality, the 
secret of its strength, lies in the poten- 
cy of popular agitation. From the found- 
ation of the republic the cry of patriot- 
ism has been, “Agitate! Agitate!’’ It is 
the only way to stir the politicians up; 
it is the only way to. bring them to 
terms. 

This heing so, we welcome this move- 
ment of the southern bankers in behalf 
of agitation. It is the only way to ac- 
complish anything. 

The Constitution proposes to help the 
southern bankers in theif agitation for 
reforms that will give the people more 
money: that will enlarge the financial 
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invest in productive industries, and tHat 
will enable every honest man to bor- 
row money on his individual character 
and credit. 

_ The crying need is a reform in the 
currency system of such a character as 
Will.promote the interests of all parts of 
the country. To accomplish this, the 
bankers and business men of each sec- 
tion must be active in promoting such 
changes in the law as their experience 
finds to be necessary. In promoting 
these changes they should bear in mind 
that the source and basis,of all prosper- 
ity in this country is agriculture. When 
there is a currency famine among the 
farmers, the fact makes itself apparent 
in all forms of business, and iin the long 
run, affects the banks themselves most 


There is not a banker of experience 
in the south but knows that the pres- 
ent banking laws promote the banking 
business only in the large financial cen- 
ters. and are therefore not framed to 
meet the wants of the people. Monev 
that should be in circulation in the ag- 
ricultural districts and in local business 
ta sent Off to»the central banks, whose 
meanagers betray a most inordinate de- 
wire to accumulate large deposits. 

Of course, it was not the intention of 
those who framed the law to make it 
permanent. The whole aim of it was 
to *reate a @emand for government 
honds and so keep them at par or above.

And 
while that is going on we want the 
bankers and business men of the south 
to carry on the agitation to be inaugur- 
ated in the bankers convention today 
until they suaceed in engrafting on the 
law such reforms as will give to the 
south and to the whole country a bank- 
ing system fitted to the needs of the peo- 
ple. 

We boast a good deal of our progress, 
but in this particular matter we have 
taken a step backward. To the north 
of us, Canada has a banking system as 
the result of which the circulation is au- 
tomatic, contracting and expanding to 
snit the needs of the public. And all 
this in spite of the fact that the govern- 
ment doesn’t guarantee the currency, 

We therefore welcome agitation by 
the southern bankers in behalf of a 
better banking system. :

The kind of talk he in- 
dulges in is worse than Bynum’s har- 
angues. ~ He declared in St. Louis the 
other day that the government is no 
stronger than the banks, and not so 
well able to maintain its credit. 

The strength and credit of the gov- 
ernment are based not only on the 
wealth, but the resources of all the peo- 
ple. The resources of any bank and 
of all banks are limited to individuals. 
The resources of this republic are the 
multiplied resources, the wealth creat- 
ed and uncreated of all the people who 
make up its population. 

Dozens of times the banks have gone 

down before panics of their own crea- 
tion. These events affect the govern- 
ment no more than the fall of an au- 
tumn leaf. Mr. Eckels’s talk about 
“a great nation’s weakness” is the very 
essence of folly and ignorance.

Importations of Coffee. 

That Americans are inveterate coffee 
drinkers is attested by the fact that dur- 
ing the first nine months of the pres- 
ent year this country imported not less 
than 580,052,921 pounds of coffee, val- 
ued at $58,433,892. ® 

Of this enormous aggregate 414,481,407 
pounds came from Brazil, comprising the 
cheaper grade of coffee known as Rio. 
More expensive grades were imported 
from other parts of South America and 
from Central America. Of Central 
American coffee some 42,000,000 pounds 
were imported into this country during 
the first nine months of the present year. 

Coffee from the East Indies and the 
Netherlands was imported during this 
same period to the amount of 14,054,168 
pounds.. From these figures it evi- 
dent that Americans are strongly wed- 
ded to the coffee-drinkiug habit. 


American Vessels. 

In the gurrent issue of The Philadel- 
phia Maritime Journal the report of the 
commissioner of navigation, bearing 
upon the strergth of our merchant ma- 
rine, is discussed at some length. Ac 
cording to the figures cited in this report 
the tonnage of our steam vessels aggre- 
gates 1,206,247 tons, distributed as fol- 
lows:

Star Route Postal Reform. 

Congressman Tate’s measure, which 
provides for certain radical changes in 
the present system of awarding star 
route postal contracts, is fraught with 
beneficent and practical results. In the 
first place it seeks to break up the star 
route syndicates which are rapidly 
coining money at the expense of the gov- 
ernment; and in the second place, it 
seeks to confer better mailing facilities 
upon the rural districts. 

With this two-fold object in view it 
should meet with the hearty support of 
our national law-makers. 

What are known as star routes in the 
postal regulations of the government 
extend mainly throughout the rural dis- 
tricts, embracing territory which is not 
traversed by railways. Under the sya- 
tem of awarding contracts which is now 
observed, parties other than residents 
of the various districts covered by these 
routes are permitted to make bids; ahd 
consequently the star route syndicates 
which are now feeding upon the gov- 
ernment with such voracious appetites, 
owe their existence to statutory causes. 
These syndicates contract with the gov- 
ernment to deliver its mail along the 
various star routes for certain stipulatea 
sums, and then in turn they enter into 
contracts with third parties, agreeing 
to pay them so much less for each route. 
Without doing the least particle of work 
the syndicates are enabled in this way 
to put thousands of dollars annually into 
their coffers. Obviously the system 
which tolerates such abuses should not 
be allowed to exist. If money is to 
be made from the ard of star route 
contracts, beyond flamable compensa- 
tion for the work, why should not this 
money be made by the government? 
With only half of the revenue which the 
star route” syndicates derive annually 
from the sub-letting of its contracts the 
government could easily afford not only 
to give its carriers better wages, but 
also grant improved malling facilities 
to the rural districts. /

RETIRES FROM RACE 


He Will Not Consent to the Use of His 
Name in the Contest. 


PRIVATE INTERESTS IN WAY 


Outlines the Policy Which Has Gov- 
erned His Public Life. 


G00D MEN ARE IN JHE FIELD 


From Among the Number Mr. Brown 
Feels Satisfied a Good Selection 
Can Be Made. 


Hon. Pope Brown will not enter the 
gubernatorial race. 

This is the answer which he has given to 
his Pulaski county friends, who had urged 
upon him to enter the campaign. 

For years the name of Pope Brown has 
been a growing one in Georgia, and the 
connection of it with any possible slate for 
State office has been due to the convietion 


of the people that he had won the right to 
consideration. 
The Coming Man. 

But a few months ago, at the annual 
meeting of*the State Agricultural Socieiy, 
of which Mr. Brown is presidént, it was 
conceded on all sides that he was one of 
the figures of the next year’s campaign. 
That he would worthily illustrate Georgia 
in the governor’s chair was a verdict with- 
out dissent, and@ that while the farmers 
would take a special delight in him, he was 
so gifted that all interests would be equal- 
ly safe in his hands. 

it is to Mr. Brown's credit that this par- 
tiality toward him on the part of the farm- 
ers did not spring from any spirit of mere 
similarity of employment, but because he 
had made himself their intellectual cham- 
pion. The great fight of Mr. Brown’s po- 
litical life was to infuse intellectuality 
into the pursuit of agriculture. This broad 
Sstatesmanship brought him friends who 
were anxious to see him highly honored. 

Declines To Enter the Race. 

Perceiving this feeling all over the state, 
Mr. Brown's fellow citizens in Pulaski 
county called on him to enter the race for 
governor. His answer to this request, 
which follows, is to the point, and will in- 
crease the public estimation of the man: 

“State of Georgia, House of Representa- 
tives, Atlanta, Ga., December 13, 1897.—Colv- 
nel George W. Jordan, Chairman, Hawk- 
inksville, Ga. My Dear Sir: The resolu- 
tions signed by yourself and others are re- 
ceived. In reply I will say that it is need- 
less for me to tell you that I appreciate 
your action. I cannot express my feelings 
in fitting terms. I was born and reared in 
your midst; my life is before you as an 
open book. 

“To make two blades of grass to grow 
where one grew before, to aid in the moral 
advancement and material development of 
my county, section and state, to have the 
g00@ will and esteem of my fellow citizens, 
has ever been my aim and high purpose. 
And I am glad to live to see the day when 
my people’ can speak in sincerity the senti- 
ments conveyed in the resolutions adopted 
In your meeting. It is especially gratifying 
to me that your meeting should have repre- 
sented every class and calling of our fel- 
low citizens. It was a democratic meeting 
in its broadest sense. If I am anything, I 
am a democrat, believing that one honest 
man is as good as any other honest man, 
deserving the same consideration and re- 
spect, let his calling be what it may. 

“You refer to my efforts in behalf of in- 
dustrial education and ‘higher education,’ 
so-called. ‘My position upon that question 
has Been misrepresented by some and mis- 
understood by others. Because I have ad- 
vocated industrial education, believing it 
to be the need of the times, knowing it to 
have ‘been neglected by our state, knowing 
that the federal government appropriates 
$40,000 per annum for industrial education 
in this state, believing that the object and 
purposes of the appropriation are not com- 
plied with in spirit or letter, believing 
that the honor and good faith of Georgia 
demand that they should be, I have said 
as much—for this I am understood by some 
as being an enemy to the university. The 
records will testify that for the last four 
years I have Voted for every appropriation 
asked for by the university. I do not say 
this by way of apology, but as a statement 
of facts. 

“The people do not understand the issue. 
The facts are not before them, The mat- 
ter will in time be brought to their at- 
tention. Then there will be a change. It 
is not a question of university or anfl- 
university. It is a question between the 
friends of industrial education and those 
who have stood in its way for twenty- 
five years, thereby retarding the material 
development of the resources of our state, 
known as the Empire State of the South, 
not by reason of the efforts of the )pres- 
ent generation, but because our fathers 
won for her this title. What we shall do 
to maintain it, in honor and in truth, is 
a question that should address itself to 
every patriotic Georgian. Our state is rich 
in its wonderful resources, with a soil and 
climate peculiarly adapted to diversified 
agriculture, unsurpassed for the variety 
of its products or the perfection of their 
growth. It is the home of the farmer. 
Whatever can be done to add to the con- 
tentment and prosperity of the farmer's 
home will add to the glory and upbuild- 
ing of the state. We have raw material 
and undeveloped water powers. A factory 
upon the banks of every stream and in 
every town and city to manufacture the 
articles we buy now from abroad would 
leave in Georgia the money made in Geor; 
gia. We have not cultivated the manuw 
facturing spirit of our people. We have not 
educated our youths for this work. To 
start an enterprise of any kind we must 
import: the brain to guide the machinery. 
Georgia cotton should be spun and woven 
in Georgia; the same applies to Georgia 
wagons and everything we have to buy. 
Until we adopt th's policy we cannot reach 
our highest development as a state. If we 
develop our farms and factories to their 
fullest extent, they will take care of the 
rest and make Georgia in truth as in 
name the Emp’‘re State of the South. 

“In conclusion, you indorse me and rec- 
ommend me to the people of Georgia as 
one worthy to fill the most exalted posi- 
tion in their gift, and request me to make 
the race for governor at the com'ng elec- 


volving _ considerable expense, | 
he negléct of my business. My 
business demands my attention. You well 
know the terrible disaster suffered by my- 
self and others in our section in the way 
of the most destructive hailstorm that ever 
visited our section. It cost me about 200 
bales of cotton and between three and four 
thousand bushels of corn.

Mr. Brown is a Georgian who has worked 
his way high into the esteem of his fel- 
low citizens by honorable living and worthy 
example, He has been a leader in his chosen 
calling of agriculture, as he would have 
been anywhere else. In public, as in private 
life, he has ever moved onward, doing good 
Service for his people and haying their 
interests ever at heart.

RECORD BROKEN LAST NIGHT 


Poor Outcasts Seeking Places To Sleep. 
The Bad Weather Drove 
Them In. 


Last night was a record breaker at the 
police barracks in the number of people 
who asked for a night’s lodging. 

Early in the afternoon, when the cold 
wind *began to blow, strangers dropped 
into the barracks and asked permission to 
remain over night. It was rainy and get- 
ting colder, and the station sergeant had 
made up his mind not to turn anyone 
away, but to give a sleeping place to 
every man, woman and child who came to 
him, 

Nearly every night that passes at least 
three or four poor wanderers who have 
no place to lay their heads slip into the 
police barracks and are given berths. But 
no meals are furnished.,The guests at this 
hostelry of the city are only furnished 
lodging, and as this is done free of cost, 
the unfortunates have to hustle out early 
and get a breakfast the best way they 
can. 

Of course, there is an extra run of trade 
in th's line when the nights are bad, but 
it is not usual that such an influx takes 
place as was witnessed last evening. All 
the attaches at the barracks sa:d it was a 
record breaker. 

The first batch of guests was composed 
of’ Dennis Taylor, Harry Wright, Charles 
Black, W. K. Ryan, Joseph Johnson and 
John Wilson. The four first named wor- 
thies gave their address as Virginia and 
the last two as New York. 

Then came three from New Jersey, two 
from North Carolina and once from Mary- 
land, 

Later in the night there were six from 
Atlanta registered, and this closed the Lst. 

All these sleepers were sent back to 
special cells reserved for their use. Sleep- 
ers are always searched just like prison- 
ers, and they have to leave their ‘‘valua- 
bles” with the clerk for safe keeping, and 
this is a bit of irony which is often en- 
joyed by the poor outcasis themselves.

And above all, he must study 
Christ, His life, His deeds, His words, His 
place in history, in art, in social reform 
and must receive His spirit. 
The bishop spoke for an hour in the 
happy manner that characterizes his: dis- 
courses. It was a most. discriminating, 
thoughtful and profitable lecture.

IT'S NOT A PERMANENT AFFAIR 


When Currency Reform Is Accom- 
plished It Will Dissolve. 


| THERE ARE MANY PLANS LOOKED FOR 


There Iz No Set Programme—Meeting 
Is for Conference and Discussion. 
Mr. F. H. Hooke’s Views. 


The bankers from the south meet this 
morning in the Kimball house to talk over 
currency reform. What some of them wish 
to accomplish is to reach through confer- 
ence and discussion some plan which may 
aid in solving the financial problem. 

‘This is not the intitial step for the 
founding of a permanent organization,”’ 
gaid Mr. George DeSaussure yesterday af- 
ternoon. ‘“‘When currency reform is suc- 
cessfully accomplished, the objects of this 
oragnization will be attained, I do not be- 
lieve there is any need for any other per- 
manent, organization of bankers than the 
American Association, This is a movement 
to solve a question of the hour.” 

The convention will be largely attended, 
judging from letters received by the com- 
mittee. 

Many of the financiers write that the 
financial times are out of joint, 

‘Something must be done,”’ said a promi- 
nent banker yesterday.”’ 

A year year ago he declared 
country would soon right itself. 

It is expected that a dozen or more plans 
of reform will be sprung on the convention. 
Most of the gentlemen with a plan are 
keeping their solution for the convention’s 
ears. The Atlanta bankers say there is no 
cut and dried programme so far as they 
know. : 

Atlanta will probably father one plan 
at least, but the home men say that the 
best thing presented will get their support, 
irrespective of its nativity. 

Among the financial authorities who have 
come down to attend the convention is Mr. 
F. Howard Hooke, vice president of The 
New York Financier Company. His views 
are expressed, he said, in an editorial in this 
week’s Financier. Below is an extract from 
the editorial: 

“Entering upon a difficult task with no 
motive other than to promote the general 
prosperity of the sections they represent, 
the bankers of the south are entitied to 
full credit for their patriotic action. We 
believe that the influence of the coming 
convention will make itself felt in what- 
ever legislation may be enacted looking to- 
ward the reform of the currency system. 
The south has problems of its own to set- 
tie, so far as banking is concerned, and it 
believes itself justified in asking a larger 
liberty in solving the difficulties which, it 
finds, encompass and restrict its full de- 
velopment at certain seasons of the year. 
How the convention will go about this 
work, cannot, of course, be foretold. Judg- 
ing: from one of the-early circulars of in- 
quiry forwarded by the chairman of the 
Atlanta committee to bankers throughout 
the south, an effort will be made to demen- 
strate that the limitations of present bank- 
ing laws which compel the south to borrow 
from year to year millions of dollars at 
high interest to move the crops, are not 
only useless, but an actual drag on the 
prosperity of that section. The remedy, 
logically, appears to He in an expansion of 
note circulation to meet heme needs dur- 
ing the period of local stringency. But since 
no special legislation favoring or distin- 
guishing southern banks is possible, it will 
be necessary to prove that the banks in 
the sections where redigcounting is heaviest 
are able to bear their own burdens—in oth- 
er words, that the protective tax which 
ought to be made a part of any system of 
this character, will fall on the banks in 
the same line of business. Otherwise, banks 
taking out no extra circulation might ob- 
ject on the ground ,that their taxes were 
being used to liquidate losses sustajned by 
other institutions. As it is, the comptrol- 
ler’s figures show that the national] banks 


that the 


on circulation, which is over eight millions 
in excess of the total losses to creditors, 
.@nd the whole of the note issues of failed 
banks, and the expenses of the bureau 
combined. 

“The national bank returns, covering 545 
+ banks in the thirteen southern and extreme 
southwestern states, as made October 5th, 
show clearly the rise and fall of business 
conditions. Redicounts on the latter date 
were $5,701,701. as compared with $1,196,590 
on March $th last, the increase having been 
$4,505,111. This does not take into considera- 
tion the state banks, nor does it cover the 
full period when rediscounts are demand- 
ed. The figures also should not be taken 
as an average, since the present year has 
been an abnormal one in many ways, and 


the yellow fever epidemic has interfered 
with business more or less. According to a 
table published in this paper last week, 
showing the amount of currency deposited 
with. the sub-treasury at New York for 
shipment south, the total from June 22d to 
November 30th, amounted to $6,497,000, as 
against about $9,000,000 for each of the years 
ending on the same date in 1895 and 1896.

ALARM CREDITORS 


Geergia Buggy Company Charges Attorney 
Lawrence With Barratry. 


PRINCIPALS IN A_ FIGHT 


‘Lawrence Clfarged with Trying To 
Wreck the Business for Fees. 


CREDITORS FIND THE COMPANY SOLVENT 


Lawrence Wrote for Claims, It Is Said, 
Intimating a Fraudulent Assign- 
ment Might Be Made. 


Jefferson R. Lawrence, a_ well-known 
young lawyer of the city, and a member of 
the Atlanta bar, is charged with barratry 
by the Georgia Buggy Company. 

The charge is the aftermath to the sensa- 
tional street fight in which the officers of 
the buggy company and Attorney Lawrence 
were principals on Monday. 

The Georgia Buggy Company say that 
Attorney Lawrence has endeavored to se- 
cure claims against them by fraudulent 
statements, and has in a covert manner 
attempted to force upon them litigation in 
the courts. 

Attorney Lawrence was not at his office 
in Temple Court yesterday, and no state- 
ment from him could be secured. His 
friends deny the chargé brought against 


him, and they say that if he is guilty of. 


having made a mistake, there was no 
malice or fraud upon his part, and that 
he was simply acting upon a misapprehen- 
sion of the facts in the case. 

The Georgia Buggy Company claims that 
Attorney Lawrence has recently sent let- 
ters to the creditors of the company, ask- 
ing that claims be placed in his hands for 
collection, intimating that a fraudulent 
assignment was intended by the company. 
The company declares the statements are 
false, and the books and office records have 
been placed before a committee of creditors 

| for inspection and examination. The com- 
| mittee consists of W. A. Steele, secretary 
and general manager Owensboro Wagon 
Company; D. G. Strickler, of Anchor Buggy 
Company; T. J. Hale, of Gray Carriage 
Company, all of whom expressed themselves 
as thoroughly satisfied of the solvency of 
‘the Georgia Buggy Company. As a re- 
eult of the letters written by Lawrence, 
‘many creditors returned yesterday after- 
noon, satisfied with the explanation that 
was made. 

Whether the Atlanta bar will take cogn- 
izance of Lawrence’s alleged breach of 
ethics is not known, but it was strongly 
intimated yesterday that Attorney Law- 
rence would probably be called upon to 
give an explanation of his conduct.

| Unique Scheme Wes Laid Before the 
Commission Yest@rday. 


CEAIRMAN HAAS IS THE FATHER 


Council Will Be Asked To Appropri- 
ate Money for the Purpose. 


THERE IS OBJECTION TO LARGE PARKS 


Many Improvements Are Proposed for 
Grant Park and the Drives Will 
Be Thoroughly Repaired. 


Atlanta will probably have several new 
parks added to the list of city improve- 
ments. 

The city park commission met at the 
chamber of commerce yesterday afternoon, 
and unanimously recommended that the 
city council appropriate a certain sum next

public parks. 

The idea originated with Chairman Haas. 
He submitted his plan to the board yes- 
terday afternoon, which met with general 
favor. The recommendation will go to the

It is the 
plan of the commissioners to purchase one 
park the first year and another each suc- 
ceeding year until all the city wards have 
been supplied.

The commissioners agreed not to sup-

or ward parks, would be much more acces- 
sible, and more attractive. 

The board also decided to make extensive 
improvements on the drives at Grant’Park. 
_ The finance committee has recently placed

sion. and it is probable a good portion will 
be expended in this direction. 

The drives throughout the park will 
probably be laid with heavy macadam, the 
ruts and holes will be repaired and tho 
roads made passable.

He Advocates the Printing of Histo- 
ries Besed Upon Veterans’ Recol- 
lection of the War. 


The attention of State School Commis- 
sioner Glenn has been called to a para- 
graph published in some of the papers of 
the state which alleges that he has used 
the word “rebellion” in referring to the 
civil war in some of the questions which 
he has sent out for the examination of 
applicants for license to teach.

Wilson fell and the students, fearing 
that he had been killed, ran.

The great incohonee will arrive in 
St. Joseph, Mo., tomorrow afternoon, and 
will address an audience of several thou- 
sand at that place. He will leave, aftor the 
banquet, for Atchison, Kan., where he 
speaks Friday night. At both places the 
meetings wil! be public. 

In speaking last evening of his trip, Judge 
Daniel said: 

“This is known as the Golden Jubilee year 
among the Red Men, and special efforts 
are being made to increase the membership 
of the tribes. Every mail brings me news 
of new tribes that are being organized and 
of old ones being resuscitated. 

“The great council of the United States 
was organized fifty years ago in Baltimore, 
and in my report:to the council last Febru- 
ary I recommended that this be designated 
as the Golden Jubilee year in commemora- 
tion of this fact.

FREIGHT TRAFFIC MEN TO MEET 


Shipments on Live Stock May Be by 
the Car and Not by the Pound.

Woman's Onward March. 


Away up in New Hampshire, where wo- 
men are in the majority, and men, consc- 
quently, allow them very much their own 
way, a very brilliant and talented woman, 
Mrs. Marilla M. Ricker, announces. her 
candidacy for congress. Mrs. Ricker’s 
political aspirations are by no means new, 
since as long ago as twenty-seven years, 
 a_municipal election in Dover, she voted 
the republican ticket, and had her right 
and yote challenged by the democratia 
perty. Since that time she has been a 
leader in the suffrage movement, fast gain- 
ing growth in New England, and her pres- 
ent congressional cardidacy is scarcely a 
surprise to those familiar with her ad- 
Yanced movements. In regard to her can- 
didacy, Mrs. Ricker is quoted in a recent 
interview as saying: 

“I have always said that I expected 
some day to go to congress, The present 
time, I feel, is favorable for a direct effort 
to that end. Women are fast coming to the 
front in all the walks of life, including 
politics. The west is more progressive in 
this respect than the east. In Chicago, for 
example, there are women lawyers, doctors, 
journalists, and druggists. ‘Those of the 
last class are as apt in detecting the ‘wink’ 
asthe men. Why should not women go to 
congress? There is no valid reason why 
they should not. Mark you, the time is 
not far distant when it will not be possible 
for men to prevent their going as represen- 
tatives of the people. Gee the states that 
have granted universal suffrage. and the 
States that have granted municipal suf- 
frage. See Mrs. Cannon, a senator in Utah. 
See three women in the legislature of Colo- 
tado. Now, isn’t it a perfectly logical con- 
Sequence that women should go to congress? 
There is not a line in the constitution with- 
holding from them that right. All that is 
needed is for the people to recognize the 
right, and give the women possessing qual- 
dfications an equal chance with the men.”

The Latest Fad of Women. 


/ The four-leafed clover, we are told by The 
New York Sun, is among the new fancies 
for women. As to the four-leafea clover it 
is said: 

‘inere is a craze for the four-leafed clo- 
ver just now. Fashionable women arg 
wearing it as a belt buckle, as a watch 
charm, as a stick pin, as a pendant to 
swing from neck, bracelet, or chatelaine, 
and m other ways. Furthermore, they are 
making the men of their acquaintance 
adopt the fashion. And it is real clover 
they are wearing, too, and in many Cases 
one they have found themselves. Whether 
the ornaments bring luck to their owners 
Or not is another story. At any rate, luck 
or no luck, the clovers are mounted in 
clover fashion, and are exwedingly pretty. 

“The leaves are first carefully pressed, 
and are then mounted on elther white silk 
or satin. This is then incased in glass or 
crystal and set in a tiny wire of gold or 
silver. Sometimes a tiny red bug is mount- 
ed on one leaf. The ornaments vary in 
size according to the size of the clover leaf, 
and the shape of the design depends upon 
the fancy of the purchaser. The round is 
most in demand, though many prefer those 
of oblong diamond or square shape. 

‘The rgest leaves are fashioned into 
belt buckles and chatelaine charms. A 
stunning belt was noted at the horse show. 
The buckle showed the clover mounted 
in malachite and gold. The belt itself con- 
sisted of large ova)-shaped jade stones, just 
the color of the clover leaves. These were 
linked together by tiny gold chains, and the 
effect of the whole on a Persian lamb Rus- 
sian blouse was very swell. One of the 
leading jewelers is showing a solid gold 
lorgnette that has tiny clover leaves mount- 
ed in one corner of the handle. The glass 
is sunk in and encircled by tiny diamonds.

RECORDER GALHOUN 


Detectives Yexed Because Judge Calhoun 
Is Against Hired Witnesses. 


THE PATROLMEN ARE ABUSED 


And Prisoners Not Fined as a Balm 
to Wounded Feelings. 


BUT JUDGE ANDY JIS  UNRUFFLED 


The Matter Gets Into City Public Of- 
ficial Circles and Will Be ‘“‘Look- 
ead Into” at Once. 


City official waters are getting a bit 
muddy, and the “‘stir’’ is due to some com- 
piaints which city detectives and certain 
members of the police department § are 
making against Recorder Andy Calhoun. 

The discussion has resulted in the ap- 
po.ntment of a committee to call on Re- 
corder Calhoun and take up the actin dis- 
cr.mination with him. 

There are “‘two counts’”’ in the ‘‘indict- 
ment,’” so to speak. In the first place, the 
city detective bureau has complained that 
recorder has caused a deadlock in the 
prosecution of blind tiger cases by his 
declaration that he would not convict upon 
the testimony of hired witnesses, or “stool 
pigeons,’’ they are generally termed. 
Next come some of the members of the 
police force and say that the recorder 
does not give judicial recognition to insults 
put upon policemen when they are making 
arrests. 

As was published in The Constitut!on 
yesterday morning, Captain Slaughter, who 
is at the head of the detective bureau, said 
in his official report for the month of No- 
vember that the recorder had declared the 
testimony of hired witnesses in whisky 
cases insufficient to convict and this had 
materiaily interfered with the prosecution 
of this ciass of lawbreakers. 

The fact that the recorder was a very 
high official made the. board proceed a little 
warily, and it was dec.ded that the best 
plan would be for a committee to see him 
and talk the matter over privately before 
any definite steps were taken. ‘i‘he chair- 
man of the board, the secretary, the ch.ef 
of police and the mayor wére appointed 
a comm.ttee to see the recorder at an 


early date and interpellate him regarding 
the two matters. 

the fact that the detectives have com- 
plained about the recorder failing to con- 
Vct upon the evidence of stooi pigeons 
has aiready been made public and the 
matter has gone before a council commit- 
tee.

AN OLD ISSUE 
COMBS UP AGAIN| 


United States Supreme Court Will Be 
Asked To Reverse Itself. 


A CHANCE WORTH TAKING 


Southern Roads Would Like To See a 
Scuthern Lawyer in It. 


THE TRUNK LINES ARE DEMORALIZED 


Taney Are Cutting Rates on Each Other 
So Persistently That They Are 
Catching at Straws. 


The Joint Traffic Association case is set 
for argument before the United States su- 
preme court next month. 

This is a proceeding brought in the Unit- 
ed States court in New York city to break 
up the Joint Traffic Association. This or- 
ganization was framed on the lines of the 
old traffic associations, but its agreement 
was believed to be so worded that it did 
mot conflict with the Sherman anti-trust 
law. However, at the hearings in the early 
part of the year, the lower court decided 
against the association on very. much the 
same line that the trans-Missouri case was 
decided by the United States supreme 
court. 

Railway men in the south say they would 
feel that the Joint Traffic Association had 
a better showing if Colonel Ed Baxter was 
retained. He is conceded to be the great- 
est railway lawyer in America, The inter- 
state commerce commission and the United 
States supreme court say that he is the 
ablest attorney who comes up before them 
on railway questions. 

The Joint Traffic Association is the only 
organization in the United States which 
continued under its old agreement after the 
trans-Missouri decision. All the other as- 


sociations disbande@ and most of them re- , 


organized without the agreement to main- 
tain rates. In announcing rates now, the 
roads simply publish what rates they will 
charge, without binding one another to ob- 
serve them. In the north and west the 
roads are cutting rates all to pieces. The 
Chicago rail lines carried 65,000 tons of east- 
bound freight last week. Grain, cured 
meats and lard and dressed meats com- 
prised the greater part of this tonnage. 
Provisions were taken at from 20c. to 22%e. 
per 100 pounds from Chicago to New York, 
while the tariff is 30c. Corn contracts were 
made at rates of about lic. and wheat l17%*e., 
while the regular rate is 22\¢c. 

A meeting of the presidents is to be held 
in New York on Friday, when rates will 
probably be reducted, wheat and flour to 
l7iec. and corn to 15e. 

Here in the south, while there are some 
rare ‘irregularities, the situation is not so 
bad.

COURT MUST BE DIVIDED. 


The Probable Reason of the Delay in 
the Nebraska Case. 


This is an old case and a decision has 
long been awaited Back in 1893 the state 
legislature of Nebraska passed an act pro- 
viding that all the local rates in that state 
should be reduced horizontally 30 per cent. 
The state board of transportation was 
charged with seeing that the law was en- 
forced. There was to be no evasion or 
excuse and all roads in the state of Ne- 
braska were expected to forthwith reduce 
their local rates. But they did not reduce. 
Instead, they applied for an injunction and 
they got one, which afterwards was made 
permanent. 

When the case was heard, Justice Brew- 
er, of the circuit court of appeals, sustained 
the lower judge and made the injunction 
permanent. Then the state carried the case 
up before the United States supreme court, 
where it was argued. A decision has been 
looked for for months. It seems that all 
the judges did not hear the argument and 
those who did hear it are evenly divided. 

The case may have to be re-argued. 

If the supreme court sustains the right 
of the state to reduce rates in that arbi- 
trary manner, the roads claim that their 
property will always be subject to confisca- 
tion in any state in which a hostile legis- 
lature may be elected. 


THE CHATTANOOGA CASE. 


Railroads Argue “That the City Has 
Grown Faster Than Nashville. 
The railroads answering the claims made 
by Chattanooga about her freight rates 
deny that the city has been retarded in her 
growth. Colonel Ed Baxter, who repre- 
sents the railroads, showed in his open- 
ing speech that Chattanooga has grown 
more rapidly in population than Nashville 
has during the past ten years. Chattanooga 
complained that Nashville’s rates were 
very much lower than hers. The roads an- 
swer that Nashville is nearer the Ohio river 
and that therefore the gateways on that 
river should be lower to Nashville than 
to the more distant point, Chattanooga. 
More than that, they show that Louisville 
and Cincinnati enjoy much lower rates 

than Nashville does. 

Mr. L. A. Shaver is representing the in- 
terstate commerce commission in the hear- 
ing. 


GOSSIP OF THREE ROADS. 


Chattanooga People Are Specuiating 
on What They Will Get. 


The people of Chattanooga are speculat- 
ing on what they will get out of the pos- 
sible changes in the railroad situation up 
that way. They are figuring that the South- 
ern railway will before long control the 
Cincinnat! Southern absolutely and the 
Memphis and Charieston, too. Then they 
ealculate that a new system will be organ- 
ized composed of those two lines and the 
Alabama Great Southerr Chattanooga 
figures it that she ought to get the head- 
quarters for this new system and some 
new snops ; 

The gossips have it that Mr. Samuel 
Felton will be at the head of the new 
system. 

The whole gossip appears to be little more 
than guessing with the chances against 
things turning out that way.
